Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

SECTION 1. That section two hundred and four, of title
eleven, of chapter eight, of general statutes, is hereby
amended by adding thereto after the words " to the re-
quired measurement of the same," at the end of said sec-
tion, the following:

That all surveys made after the passage of this act by
county surveyors or other surveyors shall be made in strict
conformity to the original United States government sur-
veys, and to cnnble*surveyors to conform to the require-
ments of this act, the county commissioners of each county
are hereby required to procure and keep on file in the
office of register of deeds certified copies of the original
plats and field notes of. the United States government sur-
veys in their respective couuties.
